Wall Street's Wolves Are Howling for it 
Around the Treasury. 


TACKAL BENEDICT LEADS THE PACK. 


Tearing at the $50,000,000 Tossed 
Them by J. Goldbug Carlisle. 


DIRECTLY THEY WILL COME AGAIN, 


The Secretary Hasa Silver Whip to Lash 
S‘hem Back, but Will He Use 
It on Them? 


Washington, January 19.—(Special.)— 
Though there 1s much indignation private- 
ly expressed among southern members of 
congress at the bond issue, but few of them 
are willing to come out and express pub- 
licly their honest sentiments. 

The judiciary committee of the house had 
under consideration today Mr. Balley’s 
resolution declaring that the secretary of 
the treasury has no right to issue bonds 
save for the purposes of redemption, but it 
took no action. Secretary Carlisle had sent 
word that he desired to appear before the 
committee next Wednesday. It will, there- 
fore, wait until that time to act. At pres- 
ent the majority of the committee are in 
favor of reporting the resolution, @ut it is 
quite safe to say that the sentiment will 
change and that this resolution, notwith- 
standing Mr. Bai:ey’s earnestness in push- 
ing it, will not be reported. 

One of Mr. Carlisle’s friends in speaking 
to me today about it said: “It is absurd 
to report such a resolution as this to the 
house. The judiciary committee has al- 
ready made such a deciaration as is con- 
tained in Mr. Bailey’s resolution. That 
was done last year. The truth of the busi- 
ness is, the secretary of the treasury was 
compelled to do something to raise money 
to meet the expenses of the government. 
He has been waiting on congress for a long 
time and congrass has absolutely refused to 
do anything. Whether it can act or not, 
nobody seems to know, but certainly it has 
not acted and congress is in no condition 
to be censuring Mr. Carlisle. The congress- 
men had better content themselves by 
privately abusing the secretary of the 
treasury. But the congressmen are not 
censuring Mr. Carlis'e any more than the 
president and Mr. Carlisle are censuring 
congress. It is the duty of congress to pro- 
vide means for raising revenue for the ex- 
penses of the government. Congress has 
failed to do this and the secretary of the 
treasury was forced to assume the au- 
thority to act.’’ 

' Benedict the Center Rush. 

This is all well enough from Mr. Car- 
liste’s sSandpoint: Congress has been re- 
miss. It undoubtedly deserves censure for 
not having acted. Congress could have 
passed a bill providing for the coinage of 
the seigniorage, which would have made 
available just as much money as this issue 
of bonds, but at the same time because 
congress deserves censure is no reason 
why the administration does not deserve it. 
Mr. Carlisle had just as much authority to 
coin the seigniorage to make up the de- 
ficiency as he had to issue bonds, And as 
a matter of fact, he has no authority to 
issue bonds save for the purpage of redemp- 
That is not enTirely what he issued 
these bonds for. He wil! use the money 
derived from the sale,of these bonds for 


_the expenses of the government. There is 


nO denying the fact that this issue of 
bonds was forced by a New 
York syndicate. That syndicate is now 
bidding for them, and is quite certain of 
get*ing them. The New York banks, or the 
men who control the banks, want these 
bonds and they will want another issue 
very soon. They want the national bank- 
ing system continued, and without bonds it 
cannot be continued. 

Gold Wolves Ready for Another Onset. 

There is but one way for the secretary of 
the (masury to prevent this New York com- 
bination forcing another issue of bonds at 
avery early date. If he continues to give 
gold for teasury notes and coin certificates 
presented to the treasury these men can 
s00n drawn vut all the gold derived from 
the sale of these bonds, and force another 
issue. ‘Treasury notes and coin certificates 
are redeemable in either gold or silver at 
‘he discretion of the secretary of the treas- 
ury. He has just as much right to redeem 
them in silver as he has in gold, and if 
he will commence paying silver when these 
certificates are presented, he will soon de- 
Stroy. the plan of this moneyed combina- 
tion. 

The laws of France for the redemption of 
hotes are practically the same as ours, but 
the policy of the two governments differs in 
that the Bank of France exercises discre- 
tion in redeeming notes, and when present- 
ed, pays from a third to a half of the same 
in silver. If Mr. Carlisle will do this he 
will destroy this combination. Otherwise 
he will be forced to make another issue of 
bonds in the near future, for, under his 


presem policy, the syndicate is at the throt-. 


tle and is moving the machinery of the 
Sovernament to suit itself, and for its own 
gain.

Dalzell Does Up Tom Johnson. 

The tariff debate under the five-minute 
rule today was very entertaining. There 
were no great speeches, but there was 
much sharp debate. Mr. Dalzell, of Penn- 
Sylvania, replied to the speech made by 
Tom Johnson the other day, and was very 
severe upon the Ohio congressman. He 
declared that Mr. Johnson was a free trad- 
er because the peculiar steel rails he man- 
ufactured were protected by 102 United 
States patents. He also accused Johnson 
of-changing his speech in The Record and 
substituting a statement which was truce 
for one which he had made in his speech 
which was untrue. Johnson made a good 
reply, but Dalzell rather had the best of 
the. debate. He had prepared for it and 
Johnson was taken unawares. 

Later in the evening Farmer Champ 
Clark, of Missouri, delivered one of his 
characteristic speeches, in which he de- 
clared the republicans, by their policy of 
high protection, were causing many peo- 
ple of the country to become absolute free 
traders. He believed that a majority of 
the democrats of the house were free trad- 
ers and as a matter of fact he was almost 
correct. Fully one-half of the democrats 
who have spoken up to date have expressed 
free trade sentiments. The Wilson bill does 
not seem to be a sufficiently low tariff 


measure to suit any of them, though prac- 
tically all the democrats will vote for it. 
Stahiman in Washington. 

Colonel E. B. Stablman, of Atlanta, is 
in Washington. He made an argument be- 
fore the Alabama delegation this morning 
against the coal and iron schedules of the 
tariff bill. He believes that this schedule, 
putting iron and coal on the free list, wi-l 
injure the south, and particularly the rail- 
roads of the south. He urged the Alabama 
delegation to make a strong fight against 
the schedule of the bill. Colonel Stahlman 
also talked with outher southern members, 
urging them to oppose these sections of the 
Wilson bill. 

Negroes Asking Recognition. 

Chairman White, o1 New York, of the 
Negro Demacratic League, called upon the 
president the other day with a number of 
negro democrats and delivered this speech: 

“Mr. President—We are here the repre- 
sentatives of the Negro Democratic League 
to tender you our sincere thanks for the 
bold and many stand you have taken in 
our interest. You are the first president of 
these United States to offer an appoint- 
ment to an Africo-American to represent 
this government to a white republic. We 
commend and highly appreciate the honor 
you have kindly conferred upon the negro 
democrats. We trust that you will adhere 
to the policy that you have outlined. The 
negroes of this nation have long since 
recognized you as its greatest and stanch- 
est friend. Your generous acts and the in- 
terest that you manifested during your 
former administration were worthy of the 
admiration of any race. 

“We beg of you, Mr. President, to give 
the negro democracy at least two or three 
piaces of substantial recognition. By so 
doing you will botn broaden and encourage 
the cause of negro democracy. 

“Mr. President, it is our earnest request 
that you will give us a negro as recorder 
of deeds of the District of Columbia.”’ 

The president is said to have replied that 
he had in no manncr changed his policy 
in relation to the proper recognition of the 
negro race in the selection of men for 
office, and that he had not been discon- 
certed or turned away from his purpose by 
the rejection of Astwood’s nomination to 
be consu: to CGasais, or by the failure of 
the senate to take action on.the appoint- 
ment of Taylor as minister to Bolivia. 

Must Do Something. 

After the tariff bil! is disposed of in the 
house the Hawaiian matter will probably 
be the first thing taken up. Republicans 
are very anxious to discuss this matter, 
and so are some of the democrats. Even 
the bill to coin the seigniorage of silver 
in the treasury vaults will probably have to 
wait until the discussion over the Hawaiian 
affair has been exhausted. This discussion, 
however, will probably not occupy more 
than two or three days. Representative 
Raynor, of Maryland, one of the demo- 
cratic members of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee, in speaking of tue matter, said to- 


day: 

ot think this matter will be taken up as 
soon as the tariff debate is closed. The 
whole subject ‘has been submitted to con- 
gress by the president, and it is absolutely 
necessary to consider it. 

“Aside from the questions relating to the 
conduct of Mr. Stevens and the still broader 
question of annexation the practical ques- 
tion which we will have to deal with is as 
to our future course in connection with the 
provisional government, or whatever other 
government may succeed it. Evidently our 
relations with the islands, so far as the 
department of state is concerned, must be 
determined. The recognition of a de facto 
government is all right and proper so !ong 
as the de facto government continues. But 
we must decide upon some settled line of 
policy in reference to the whole question 
that is involved in this controversy. We 
could not abandon the matter if we tried, 
because congress nrust take some action, 
some proceeding, which will be recognized 
as final, not only by our own people, but by 
the government of Hawaii as well.”’ 

About duBignon and Colquitt. 

A politician well known throu#hout the 
country who has just returned from a visit 
to Georgia told me today that Flem duBig- 
non, of Savannah, was conducting what 
might be termed a red-hot still hunt for 
the senate. He is saying nothing publicly, 
but he is vigorously sawing wood in the 
back yard behind the wall. He is picking 
out his men and promising to aid in their 
election to the legislature, and he hus al- 
ready many more promises from aspirants 
for legislative honors than any of his op- 
ponents realize. 

This able politician, who is, by the way, 
a thorough machine man, thinks duBignon 
is conducting the sort of campaign that 
wins. 

He Gets Around Although Parahized. 

In the meantime Senator Colquitt is not 
sleeping. With the return of his health 
that old fiery vigor is in him again, ana 
he is not the man to surrender under fire.

FAVORING BUTLER. 


Reformers Are Talking About Running 
Matthew for the Senate, 


THEY ADMIRE HIS BRAVE COURSE. 


Governor Tillman Is Asked to Give 
Way for a Time. 


EXPECTED NOT TO SULK AT DEFEAT. 


ItIs:Admitted That the Reform Move- 
mentIs Not Overburdened with Men 
of Experience in Public Affairs, 


Columbia, S. C., January 19.—(Special.)— 
From a statement made today by a promi- 
nent reformer, it would appear that Sena- 
tor Butler is really the candidate of the 
reform movement for the United States 
senate and that Governor Tillman will 
have to be content with his two terms as 
governor. 

“The eld line alliancemen,” said he, 
“are for measures and not for men, and 
they recognize in Butler one of the ablest 
end biggest men in this country, and that 
he has been unfailing in his efforts to car- 
ry out the great measures of national re- 
fcim advocated by the alliance. For weeks 
he fought against the goldbug influence of 
the Wall street crowd. It was with grate- 
ful surprise and sincere appreciation that 
the alliancemen all over South Carolina 
admired the stand taken by Senator M. C: 
Butler. The Tillmanites appreciate the 
fact that Butler is the firft man of the ‘old 
crowd’ to come over to their side.’ As he 
has brains and influence, and has shown the 
proper spirit and a determination to repre- 
sent the people’s wishes, we do not propose 
to turn him down and place an everlasting 
barrier between us and other strolg men 
of the Butler stripe who are ready to join 
the people’s cause when they are satisfied 
that they will be recognized and that their 
efforts will be rewarded. When the time 
comes, B. R. Tillman will understand as 
well as any reformer in the ranks that 
Butler's re-election does not mean that he 
(Tillman) has been repudiated by his party. 
On the other hand, we are now educating

Don’t Sulk, Governor. 

‘“‘He knows, as well as the reformers of 
South Carolina do, that Butler's re-election 
would give a grand bound and add great 
Strength to the reform movement. There 
is no use denying that our movemcnt is 
mighty short of material. We do not pro- 
pose to be fools and reject the first great 
man of the other side who has come to our 
aid in national legislation, and who is bet- 
ter able than any other man in the state to 
carry out the measures so earnestly and so 
honestly advocated by the true and tried 
members of the reform movement in this 
State. Tillman will prove, indeed, the Ju- 
das Iscariot of the movement should he 
sulk in his tent and retire from active 
work when he is defeated for the United 
States senate, after having drawn $14,000 
in cold cash for his services and having 
been the recipient of the distinguished hon- 
or of being the governor of South Caro- 
lina for four years of her active and 
progressive history. 

“This is the high plane we propose to 
occupy in voting for Senator Butler for re- 
election, at the same time Governor Till- 
man will go out in honor and in our re- 
spect if he does not, like our distinguished 
junior senator, forget and neglect his pub- 
lic duties for the various side issues and 
local matters and the neglect of the greater 
responsibilities which the duties of his of- 
fice solemnly imposed -upon him.

It is understood 
that the election will take place on the 30th 
instant, that being the second Tuesday after 
the legislature received information of the 
vacancy, as fixed by law. A call for a demo- 
cratic caucus for Monday night next to 
nominate a candidate is being circulated for 
signatures. It is more than probable the 
caucus will be held. Hon. John M. Allen, it 
is said, will reach here Monday and vigor- 
ously enter the race. Friends of Catchings 
asset tht*he will not enter the race.

TRADES TIDE TURNS. 


Conditions Continue to Improve Through- 
out the Country. 


BETTER TONE IN COTTON GOODS. 


Fewer Failures Reported for This 
Week Than Last. 


THIRTY-SIX FACTORIES RESUME WORK. 


Imports Decrease, While Exports Increase. 
More Confidence Abroad Would 
Help Things Hera Wonderfully. 


New York, January 19.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow, January 20th, will say: ‘Special 
telegrams from many of the more impor- 
tant cities,- based on interviews in leading 
lines of trade, make it plain that the im- 
provement reported a week ago, character- 
izing the turn in the tide, has been retain- 
ed and added to. Exceptions are noted at 
some of the larger eastern manufacturing 
centers. Pittsburg is more hopeful, but 
while retailers have increased purchases, 
there is little gain in iron or steel. Phila- 
delphia emphasizes further cessations in 
prices in wool, but there are contradictory 
reports as to the manufactured product. 
Attention is directed top the taking of iron 
and steel contracts by competing western 
concerns at ‘ruinous prices,’ although it 
is admitted trade in drugs, paints and glass 
is much improved. Cotton goods have a 
better tone, and prints and wash fabrics 
are in fair sale, as are shirtings, which are 
reduced to 3% cents. A better feeling at 
Buffalo is based merely on the approach 
to better trade, although orders for dry 
goods and groceries are more liberal. 

“Receipts of cotton have continued suf- 
ficiently free to render it improbable that 
the lowest cotton estimates will prove cor- 
rect, and prices have weakened accordingly. 

‘Trade conditions at Cincinnati have im- 
proved with manufacturers and jobbers in 
merchandise. There are gains in iron and 
other manufacturing lines at Chicago and 
at Detroit sales of dry goods have in- 
creased, travelers receiving fair orders for 
spring goods. A better feeling is prevalent 
at Louisville, as well as actual gains. At 
St. Louis the demand for groceries, dry 
goods, shoes and hats has increased, as has 
orders for finished iron and steel, the lat- 
ter being equal to those in any preceding 
January. 

“Spring trade has opened fairly well at 
Kansas City, though smaller in volume than 
a@ year ago, and at Minneapolis, while in- 
dustrial lines show no improvement, that 
in jobbing circles is emphasized. 

“Commercial travelers have been sent out 
by jobbing houses at almost all the larger 
distributing points, but commercial condi- 
tions are irregular, showing relatively 
greatest improvement in the southeastern, 
central and western and northwestern por- 
tions of the country. Unexpectedly free re- 
ceipts of wheat in the United States and a 
naturally heavy increase in Australia sur- 
prised the trade with a larger gain of avail- 


able stock than unticipated, and -prices-have 


reacted. Exports of wheat from the United 
States and Canada, both coasts (flour in- 
cluded) amount to 3,332,000 bushels this week, 
40 per cent more than last week, and about 
one-tenth smaller than the week ago. 

“There are only 404 failures reported this 
week, against 484 last week, 290 a year ago. 

“The increased demand for sugar yester- 
day advanced the price of both raw and re- 
fined %e. The trade at Nashville starts out 
in reduced volume, though jobbers express 
themselves fairly well satisfied. Even Mem- 
phis réports larger sales of groceries and 
plantation supplies than anticipated, but 
at Mobile, Birmingham, New Orleans and 
Galveston no gains are reported. Very 
mild weather at Omaha has checked trade 
there. Collections are slow and the price 
of hogs is off 10 cents. While there is a 
better feeling at Milwaukee, due largely to 
a bank resumption, improvement in de- 
mand for staples is slow. Toronto reports 
a quiet trade this week, and iron’ prices ir- 
regular, ‘with disruption in the associa- 
tion.’ 

‘The volume of trade at Montreal is small, 
and manufacturers report no special ac- 
tivity, some mills being temporarily closed.”’ 

What Dua & Co. Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review says: 

“The event of the week is the offer of $%,- 
000,000 of United States 5 per cent ten-year 
bonds. The decision of the secretary gives 
much satisfaction to all who care for a 
sound currency, because the necessities ot 
the treasury were dangerously strengthen- 
ing those who urged the: issue of $50,000,000 
more silver certificates against the silver 
seigniorage to be coined. The gold not rep- 
resented by certificates has fallen below 
$70,000,000; the revenue continues to fall be- 
hind that of last year about $5,000,000 per 
month, and action in céhgress on various 
financial measures is liable at any time to 
excite doubts as to whether gold payments 
can be maintained. Hence the replenish- 
ment of the gold reserve was necessary to 
a restoration of confidence and a revival of 
business.

HOWARD IS IRREPRESSIBLE. 


He Comes Out of Jail Next Week for 
a Day or Two. 

Jackson, Tenn., January 19.—(Special.)— 
Next Monday the Rev. G. F. B. Howard 
will again be brought before the public 
gaze, when Judge E. S. Hammond will 
convene court for the western district of 
Tennessee, in this city, to consider the 
bill of exceptions in the recent trial. His 
lawyers are in the city working hard to 
get it ready, and hope to do so. 

In conversation with Mr. Canada, one of 
his lawyers, tonight, that gentleman said 
that upon this move depends the keeping 
of Howard out of the penitentiary until 
he could be heard by the supreme court. 

Something of Howard’s jail life is inter- 
esting, and his daily routine shows him to 
be a remarkable man in more ways than one. 
He has an elegantly furnished room, and 
access to the long corridors. When he is 
tired of reading or writing, and is not 
chatting with his wife, who spends most 
of each day with him, he walks up and 
down the halls chatting with other prison- 
ers as he passes their cell doors, or sings 
some popular air. He does not seem to be 
at all despondent, and seems to »e perfect- 
ly confident that, as he told his guards 
when first convicted. he “‘will yet come out 
all right.’’ But of this his lawyers do not 
seem to be so sure. and, if the general 
impression of the public be correct, the 
accomplished ‘‘Moore,” ‘‘Ross,”’ “‘Leger’’ of 
the present Rev. George Frederick Bur- 
goyne Howard, of claims agency fame, will 
soon be ornamented by stripes and doing 
penance in the ‘“‘pen’’ ‘at Columbus, O. 

Howard's notoriety may yet turn out to 
be of profit to him, provided he is not 
hustled off immediately. Several leading 
pubHshers have made him liberal offers for 
a history of his life and exploits written 
by himself, and he is just the man to profit 
by the offer. His love of notoriety seems 
only to be equaled by his fondness for 
deception, if he has not been wrongfully 
accused by the government, of which there 
is no probability. He has also been made a 


| liberal offer for his speech before the jury. 


which competent critics have pronounced 
one of the most eloquent utterances ever 
made in this state. 

To deal with Howard is not the only 
business Judge Hammond will have to look 
after at this special term. The four young 
men, Brockway, Smith, Heatly and 
Gleason, from New York and Lon- 
don, who perjured themselves in Howard's 
defense, will be disposed of, and, if the 
distinguished gentleman is sent to Colum- 
bus imme n 
It is understood that these boys were 
promised a certain amount to come to 
Jackson to do this “work,” but, as yet, 
have received not a cent, but, instead, 
havV® gotten themselves ina most desperate 
predicament. 

Howard's friends, who stuck so close to 
him through the trial, are still clinging to 
the belief in his innocence, or, at least, 
feign to do so. 


O’FERRALL AGAINST FIGHTS. 


He Says the Term Glove Contest I8 a 
Mere Subterfage. 


Richmond, Va., January 19.—Governor 
O’Ferrall was interviewed on the subject 
of the pugilistic event at Norfolk last even- 
ing and said that he proposed to have 
the matter investigated and to bring the 
participants to justice if possible. The gov- 
ernor then warmed up and said: 

“The term ‘glove contest’ is a mere sub- 
terfuge. These contests are prize fichts in 
fact and in the meaning of the law, and 
I shall use all the powers at my command 
to break them up and to punish those man- 
aging them and promoting them. There is 
a notorious place across the river from 
Washington known as Jackson City, which 
is not surpassed in villainy by any town on 
the Mexican border, and if they only give 
me the law to reach it I will break up 
the lawless resort, if I have to call out the 
entire military force to do it.” 

Governor O’Ferrall then read the law 
on the subject of prze fights and said that 
he was inclined to think all persons who 
witnessed such a fight in the eyes of the 
law aid and promote the fight and may 
be convicted and punished by imprisonment 
from two to three years in the penitentiary. 

Fitzsimmons Anxious to Fight. 


New York, January 18.—It is not at all 
unlikely that the fight between [fF itzsim- 
mons and Cerbett will follow the Jackson- 
ville battle. Before Al Smith left for Jack- 
sonville he had a long talk with Arthur T.

SENTENCED TO HANG. 


The Young Murderer Receives the 
Words Without Emotion. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., January 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—George, Mapp, the seventeen-year-old 
negro boy convicted of the murder of Ma- 
rion Ross, December 17, 1892, was today sen- 
tenced to hang March 1"@h. He received the 
sentence with seeming indifference. This 
was one of the most cold-blooded assassina- 
tions ever committed in Hamilton county, 
and a clear case was made by circumstan- 
tial evidgnece.

- Blow Open a Gate. 


SHERIFF DEXTER SHOT BY ONE OF THEM 


A Sharp Battle Between the Desperadoes 
and a Pursuing Party—One of the 
Escapes Fatally Wounded. 


Birmingham, Ala., January 19.—(Special.) 
Seven desperate convicts, led by the noto- 
rious Jim Morrison, effected an escape from 
Pratt mines last night by dynamiting the 
guard, John Paitton. The entrance to the 
opening in which they worked was guarded 
by a heavy iron gate, and Patton stood just 
outside of it. The men ligted some dyna- 
mite sticks and hurled them at the guards. 
They exploded at his feet and he was 
knocked senseless and mortally wounded. 
The convicts then blew open the gate and 
escaped to the woods. Officers gave chase 
with hounds. About midnight one of them, 
Marshal Wyatt, was caught in the woods 
ten miles away. He said the men had sep- 
arated at that point, each going in a differ- 
ent directfon. The officers followed one of 
the trails which led into Bessemer, Ala. 
There is was lost and search was abandon- 
ed until this morning, when it was learned 
that three of the escapes, Jim Morrison, 
Jim Davis and Will Allison, had visited 
Morrison’s father’s home, near that city 
last night and procured weapons. Deputy 
Sheriff Frank Dexter, who knew Morrison’s 
old haunts,, among the hills of Bibb county, 
started with several good men to search 
these rocky fastnesses. When the posse 
reached a wild section of country in the 
neighborhood of Greely mines, they ob- 
served the ‘three convicts in the road in 
front of them. The convicts saw them also, 
Simultaneously both sides opened fire. At 
the first volley, Sheriff Dexter fell dead 
with a ball in his heart, and Jim Davis, one 
of the convicts, fell mortally wounded. The 
firing continued until the convicts exhaust- 
ed their ammunition. The dead officer and

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CARLISLE AND THE BONDs. 


Knights of Labor Threaten to Get Uut 
an Injunction. 


Washington, January 19.—The Baltimore 
dispatch announcing a threatened injunction 
by the Knights of Labor against Secretary 
Carlisle to reStrain him from issuing $6v,- 
000,000 in bonds, as contempiated by him, 
was taken to the treasury department this 
afternoon and shown to the secretary. Mr. 
Carlisle merely read the dispatch, but de- 
clined to say anything whatever on the 
subject for publication. Other officials of 
the department to whom the dispatch was 
shown were not surprised on learning its 
contents. The feeling of the Knights of 
Labor and labor unions generally on the 
bond question was known to be unfavor- 
able, as had been shown by the passage of 
resolutions against it. The officials were 
a unit in the opinion that the secretary had 
nothing more than a temporary delay to 
fear from injunction proceedings and even 
this, they did not think, in the least de- 
gree probable. The secretary consulted 
the attorney general and the president bg- 
fore issuing the bond call. 

Applications for writs of injunction of 
mandamus against department officials are 
usually made in one of the justices of the 
supreme court of the District of Columbia. 
An appeal from a decision of the supreme 
court of the district would go to the district 
court of appeuls, but fi the ordinary course 
of events could not be heard by the higher 
courts for several months unless an order 
advancing it on the calendar was made. 
From the court: of appeals, the case might 
be taken to the United States supreme 
court if the discouragement that unques- 
tionably would be met-by the enjoiners in 
the lower courts did not cause 
them to cease ,. théir efforts. As 
it is, but little delay would be 
occasioned by these legal proceedings as 
even a temporary injunction doubtless would 
be denied. 

The populists of the house know nothing 
about the injunction against the bond {s- 
sue. Jerry Simpson, of Kansas, says he 
will have no hand in it, but will be glad if 
it were true. 

Mr. Culberson, of Texas, chairman of the 
judiciary committee, says there is no doubt 
of the power of Secretary Carlisle to issue 
bonds for the purpose of redemption ac- 
count. The general opinion among the 
lawyers of the house is that the proceed- 
ings would have no standing in court, 

A strong sentiment is expressed among 
the silver leaders of the house against the 
“gold clause” of Secretary Carlisie’s notice 
of a bond sale. Representative Biand says 
that it is the first time he has ever seen 
an official statement declining to accept sil- 
ver or any of the various forms of legal 
tender and requiring payment in gold. The 
standard silver dollar is a full legal ten- 
der, said Mr. Bland, and it can be offered

He Has Resigned.

It Is Admitted, Though, That the Silver 
Seigniorage Could Be Coined. 
Fined for Selling Liquor. 


Columbus, Ga., January 19.—(Special.)— 
The Columbus bankers are agreed in the 
opinion that Secretary Carlisle is right in 
the issuance of bonds.

Push the Wilson Bill! 

What is the source of the treasury 
trouble that has induced Mr. Carlisle 
to issue bonds in the faee of the over- 
wWhelming public sentiment of the coun- 
try? It is to be found in extravagant 
republican legislation. While it is true 
that the revenue derived from customs 
under the McKinley bill and from our 
excise system were sufficient to meet 
expenses in times of prosperity, it 
should be borne in mind that these 
sources of revenue are very much crip- 
pled by the conditions of trade and busi- 
ness brought about by the demonetiza- 
tion of silver. Importations have about 
ceased, and the traffic that induces the 
manufacture of articles taxed under the 
excise laws has been brought toa stand- 
still. 

This situation can be very easily rem- 
edied by democratic legislation in ac- 
cordance with the pledges of reform and 
relief made in the democratic platform, 
There is no other remedy whatever. 

For some reason or other the Wilson 
bill is not a revenue measure. On the 
contrary, it reduces the sourees of reve- 
nue to the extent of $60,000,000 a year, 
according to the estimates of Chairman 
Wilson. No doubt $75,000,000 would be 
nearer the mark. Add to this the def- 
icit of $78,000,000 estimated by Mr. Car- 
lisle, and it may be safely assumed that 
the democrats will have a deficit of near 
$150,000,000 to provide for. 

If the provision is not to be made in 
the tariff bill, where is it to be made? 
It seems to us that the democrats have 
no choice but to strengthen and broad- 
en the income tax measure. To under- 
take to remodel the Wilson bill at this 
juncture, with every interest in the 
country demanding its prompt passage, 
would be dangerous. 

Congress should move promptly. There 
should be no delay. Get the Wilson 
bill out of the way and provide for 
meeting the.fresh burdens of taxation 
imposed by the bill itself and by the 
condition of the country. Broaden and 
strengthen the income tax Dill. Fraime 
it so that wealthy individuals will have 
to bear their just share of the burdens 
of taxation. 


The Atlanta Spirit. 

The Denver Times takes up one of 
our local incidents and treats it in the 
following fashion: 

The International Press Club will meet in 
Atlanta next spring. Its president is Col- 
onel John A. Cockerill, who is somewhat 
noted for his robust union sentiments and 
who, it must be confessed, has prodded 
the ghost of the confederacy with a spirit 
born in earlier days. The Charleston News 
and Courier, which, it must be confessed, 
has not ceased in its attempts to keep the 
breath of life in the aforesaid ghost, invites 
the colonel to stay at home in order that 
the amenities of the occasion may not be 
unduly marred. Whereupo. the Atlanta 
Constitution notifies its Charleston contem- 
porary that this is an Atlanta affair and 
that it is not authorized to speak in the 
matter. The Constitution believes that the 
southern newspaper men and Colonel Cock- 
erill will be mutually pleased with each 
other and that politics will not have a seat 
at the banquet table nor at the delibera- 
ticns of the club. Our Atlanta contempo- 
rary is wholly in the right and the editor 
of The News and Courier should make it a 
point to attend the convention and learn 
something. :

It Comes High, 

-Many old men who reinember the co: 
nomical methods of our government for- 
ty or fifty years- ago, shake their heads 
gleomily over the extravagance of the 
present day and say that the country 
is going to the dogs. 

This is natural. The expenses of the 
government should not increase in a 
much greater ratio than that of popula- 
tion. The secretary of the treasury fur- 
nishes the following statistics showing 
the population and federal expenditures 
for the past fifty years:

During the war period and the five 
following years our expenses were, of 
course, very heavy, and the pension list 
is responsible for a large percentage of 
our present burden. But when we mzke 
allowance for the pensions our expenses 
are aboubt 200 per cent greater than 
they were fifty years ago. The indi- 
vidual who once paid only $1.42 annu- 
ally to support the government is now 
forced to pay $5.73. 

What is the cause of this change? It 
will be found in the multiplication of 
offices, the increased compensation of 
officials and the extravagant appropria- 
tions which have been made since the 
protective system debauched our nation- 
al politics. 

We need a revival of Jeffersonian 
ideas. In this republic of plain people 
there should be no unnecessary offices 
and no high salaries. We must get rid 
of the protective idea and the big 
special appropriations that have result- 
ed from it. When we abandon our

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‘we the burden of taxation by taxing 
individual incomes and reducing the 
tariff to a revenue basis we shall take 
a long step on the highway of reform. 
Then, in order to keep in line with the 
policy of Jefferson, we must remonetize 
silver and give the people an adequate 
volume of circulation, with a local as 
well as a national currency. 

If the democratic party will faithfully 
curry out its mission, and accomplish 
these reforms promised in its platform, 
it will restore general prosperity, win 
the gratitude of the people and extend 
its lease of power. The opposite course 
will bring disaster and defeat. Our gov- 
ernmental machine is too costly. and 
too oppressive in its methods, A change 
is demanded, and if it cannot come 
through one party the people will try 
another. 


The Future of Silver. 

According to a recent writer on the 
subject, China has a per capita circu- 
lation of $1.80 and India a per capita of 
$3.44—all in silver. 

In another ten years these two coun- 
tries at their present rate of progress 
will require a per capita circulation as 
large as ours, and as they will never 
give up silver it is a reasonable esti- 
puite to'say that China will require 
$10,400,000,000 in silver, while India will 
need $7,800,000,000. Now, if the world’s 
silver output reached $200,000,000 a year 
it would take ninety-one years to pro- 
duce enough to answer the needs of In- 
dia and China. 

When these points are considered, the 
conclusion follows that there is bound 
to be a rapidly increasing demand for 
Silver which will compel its remonetiza- 
tion. This demand in the orient will 
stimulate activity in silver mining, and 
the white metal will rise in value. While 
gold is appreciating under the present 
single standard, it is due to an arti- 
ficial and arbitrary financial system. 
Such conditions cannot be permanent. 
They will work their mischief tempora- 
rily, but in a few years the demand in 
India and China for more silver than is 
in sight will necessarily foree all nations 
to adopt the double standard again. Sil- 
ver Can never be knocked out. It will 
be the people’s money for all time to 
come. 
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It Is Not Business. 

When a good business man has idle 
money in his safe, or in the bank, He 
does not borrow the amounts required to 
pay his running expenses. 

But this is just what Secretary Car- 
lisle is doing. He is going to sell bonds 
and contract a new debt of $50,000,000, 
ostensibly to protect the treasury Tre- 
serve, when he has already made it 
manifest that he can use that reserve 
without any evil consequences. More- 
over, Mr. Carlisle knows that by coin- 
ing the seigniorage he would obtain 
enough money to make the issue of 
bonds unnecessary, 

The bond scheme is not business-like. 
It causes the government to create a 
new debt when it has the cash in hand 
to settle its obligations. And the worst 
feature of the transaction is the fct 
that this is only the beginning of a poli- 
ey of extravagance, The bonds about 
to be issued are only the forerunners of 
other bonds. There is no telling where 
the thing will stop. 


Mrs. Dominis Hires an Army, 

It is reliably reported that the ex-queen 
of Hawaii, through a responsible agent, 
has engaged 200 armed men in Canada 
to go to Hawaii when the signal is giv- 
en, and aid her in overthrowing the pro- 
visional . government. The men _ em- 
ployed are all veteran soldiers,eand it is 
believed that they will give President 
Dole serious trouble, 

Only a few days ago we suggested 
that the Americans and other whites 
who now control Hawaii owed it to 
themselves to lock up Mrs. Dominis or 
banish her. They are not called upon 
to protect her person and allow her to 
remain at Honolulu until she can or- 
ganize an army in a foreign country to 
replace her on the throne, This woman 
has announced her desire to cut off the 
heads of her opponents and confiscate 
their property, and she will carry out 
the programme if she ever regains 
power, 

President Dole should not wait for 
the first gun. He should act promptly 
in the interests of peace and civiliza- 
tion. He is no longer in any danger of 
being interfered with by our govern- 
ment. All that congress cares to do is 
to get out of Mr. Gresham's tangle with 
some semblance of honor and dignity. 
Even Mr. Charles Nordhoff, whose let- 
ters to The New York Herald at first 
advocated the restoration of the queen, 
now takes the position that the United 
States should let Hawali alone.

A PRETTY NAG FALLS INTO MANY HANDS 


Detective Looney Has a Dangerous Ex- 
perience—John Brown’s Wife Tried 
for Braining Her Husband.

Walter Johnson disemboweled Tom Jack- 
son with a keen-edged Knife at the Peters 
street cotton compress yesterday about 
noon, and if Jackson recovers, it will be 
due to no lack of desperate carving on his 
epponent’s part, but to a marvel of medical 
science. 

The scene wes a@ horrible one. The two 
negroes were employed as truckmen at the 
compress, ani have been at work there 
since the cotton season began. They have 
been as industrious as the average negro, 
and hitherto havé given no trouble. Yes- 
terday they became involved in a fierce 
quarrel, and Johnson brought out a Knife 
to settle the matter. He drove the knife 
into Jackson's side and drew it completely’ 
round, laying it open to the cavity for a 
space of about nine inches 

Not satisfied with this deadly wound, he 
sunk the knife into Jackgon’s side a second 
time, and made a similar wound. The 
entrafis of the wounded negro protruded 
through the large opening, and blood 
flowed freely. It was a sight sickening to 
look upon. 

The superintendent locked the negroes, 
about forty in number, in a room and sent 
for Officer Hudson, who was on his beat 
near by. When the officer arrived he was 
told that both parties to the difficulty were 
inside the room, and he went in to take 
charge of Johnson. A moment before the 
officer stepped inside, a negro opened a 
side door and allowed the would-be murder- 
er to escape. He distanced the officer in a 
lively race. 

Jackson was carried to the hospital, where 
he was shown every attention. It is possi- 
ble that he may recover. 

Bob Nichols is not Bud Wooten. Wooten 
is the negro who was wanted in Chatta- 
nooga for killing old man Ross several 
weeks ago. He was ane of the twenty- 
eight prisoners to escape from the Chatt» 
nooza jail on December 8th. 

Patrolman Lanford arrested Nichols for 
Wooten several days ago, and the 
Chat ‘anooga authorities were duly 
notified. They failed to come for 
the prisoner. and he was held await- 
ing their disposition. The Chattanooga Times 
of yesterday calls attention to a glaring 
error on the part of the officer in the At- 
lanta papers in presuming to say anything 
about Wooten being at liberty since he was 
eaptured in Birmingham two weeks ago. 
The Atlanta officers are saying that, while 
such a small event may create an exten- 
sive sensation in. Chattanooga, they are 
of such frequent occurrence in Atlanta 
that neither the officers nor the newspapers 
ein keep track ef them. Nichols is still 
being held. The officers firmly believe that 
Nichols is one of the Chattanooga jail 
escapes. 


A trim limbed, bright sorrel nag has pass- 
ed throush many hands since December 
18th, when it passed from the custody of 
Mr. W. T. Mosely, of Lithia Springs, Ga., 
into the possession of a thief.

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Harry Hill’s Habeas Corpus Was Inef- 
fective Yesterday. 


CHIEF CONNOLLY GETS MANY TELEGRAMS 


The Case Is Now Creating More Fass 
Than Any One of Its Prede- 
cessors—The Situation. 


Harry Hill is just now creating more 
Official fuss and noise than he did in the 
palmiest days of his sensation making. 

rom the point of view of Chief Connolly's 
Office the case has had all the exciting in- 
terest of a distant prize fight of whi¢h half 
hourly bulletins were being received. Dur- 
ing the day the case passed through several 
Stuges and periods, and when the informa- 
tion bureau was closed last night the case 
Was still in an extremely doubtful state. 

The morning opened with a remarkably 
early telegraphic message from Sergeant 
Jennings, at Springfield, in which he stated 
that he had his standard planted on the bat- 
tiefield and was being aided by etrong 
counsel that he had employed in considera- 
tion of the $25 wired to Inspector Shea. He 
added that matters were waxing warm and 
& Strong and active fight was being made 
to secure Harry Hill's release. 

This was soon followed by another mes- 
Sage which was sent after the Georgia 
officer hed a conference with Governor 
Altgeld. This conference brought out the 
fact that Governor Altgeld had received 
Strong objections made by Colonel C. N. 
Blackburn, Harry Hill’s attorney, and that 
he had promised this attorney to make no 
final decision in the case until next Monday 
morning. , 

Governor Altgeld also took exception to 
the rate charged by Mr. Tolleson in dis- 
counting Hill’s paper. The rate, it seems, 
was something between 25 and 33 per cént, 
and the gévernor would not accept Sergeant 
Jennings’s statement to the effect that 
such a rate was prevalent in Atlanta about 
tye time the paper was negotiated. This 
rate, it seems, was one of the governor's 
main reasons for objecting to 'the requisi- 
tion. 

Sergeant Jennings saw the governor t®o 
or three times during the day and took a 
thorough survey of the field. In the after- 
noon he wired Chief Connolly to send affi- 
davits to the effect that 25 and 33 per cent 
was not an unusual] rate of discount about 
the time Harry Hill had his paper discounted 
and to the effect that should Hill be 
brought back to Georgia the cases against 
him wouid be prosecuted and not dropped 
upon the- payment of the money involved 
in the transaction. The idea seems prevalent 
at the Illinois capital that the prime pur- 
pose of the prosecution of Hill was te 
coliect notes which Mr. Tolleson holds. 
This is being made ae strong card 
Hill’s attorney, who has not been 
backward in presenting it to the 
grovernor. It has not been without 
its effect upon Governor Altgeld, and he 
has put off a final hearing of the case until 
Monday so that all the facts may be put 
before him. 

Sergeant Jennings wired Chief Connolly 
last night to mail another requisition based 
upon the indictment found against Hill for 
passing a worthless check. The idea is to 
have this requisition on hand in case of 
the failure of the other. It was at first 
thought that a certified copy would be all 
that would be necessary, but the requisition 
will probably be mailed today. 

Mr. Tolleson made affidavits to the facts 
upon which Governor Altgeld seems to 
feel some doubt, and these were mailed to 
Sergeant Jennings yesterday. One of these 
affidavits is to the effect that Harry Hill 
will assuredly be prosecuted if brought back 
here, whether the notes against him are 
paid or not. The other covers the point as 
to the rate of discount. 

Inspector Shea, of Chicago, who is hold- 
ing down the Chicago end of the case while 
Sergeant Jennings is at Springfieid, wired 
Chief Connolly yesterday several times. He 
at first wired that Lawyer Blackburn had 
filed a habeas corpus proceeding, and was 
taking every advantage of the governor's 
delay in the matter. 

At 1 o’clock vesterday afternoon Harry 
Hill was carried before a judge for a hear- 
ing on the writ of habeas corpus. The 
hopes for a speedy release were high on 
his side. It is believed that in view of the 
gincerly manner in which Governor Alt- 
geld hel apprvueched the case that there 
would be uo difficulty in making out a case 
which would justify the judge in releasing 
Hill. But the Georgia authorities were 
represented by an attorney and both sides 
had a hearing. The judge disposed of the 


case temporarily by remanding Hill to the | 


custody of the Cook county authorities un- 
til next Monday morning, when he will 
again give Hill a hearing. 

The unexpected turn given to the habeas 
corpus proceeding disappointed Hill and 
his friends. They had believed the chances 
of success to be extremely good. They will 
now turn their attention to the governor 
and will endeavor to make out a strong case 
before him when the case is brought up 
Monday. 

The chances of Hill’s escaping return to 
Georgia are much slimmer than they were 
yesterday. Tt now ‘appears that he will 
have to come home with Sergeant Jennings, 
although the: situation may change today. 
Sergeant Jennings feels confident that if 
Governor Altgeld finally refuses a requisi- 
tion on the warrant which he has now, 
there will be mo trouble in securing his 
signature to the indictment based on the 
worthless check of Hill’s.

Chicago, January 19.—(Special.)—The live- 
ly race last night between Officer Jennings 
and Lawyer Blackburn proved a -ittle swift 
for the Atianta man, for when Harry Hill 
appeared before Judge Dunne today the 
state’s counsel moved for a continuance 
until next Monday, claiming not to be 
ready. The requisition had not arrived. 
Out of courtesy Major Blackburn consented 
without a murmur, simply asking the court 
to fix a different bond and promising to 
have Hill on. hand at the time stated. The 
bond was named at $2,000 and Hill went 
back to jail. Jim Dunning and some other 
friends of Hill thought the bond could be 
made withdut difficulty here in Chicago. 
Major Blackburn told The Constitution rep- 
resentative that there was nothing abso- 
ijute:y on which to hold Hill and he has 
perfect confidence in releasing Harry. 

“He is not a fughive, and left Georgia 
on the advice of his counsel. His exile 
is in the light of perfect wisdom and we 
aWall court the fullest investigation in the 
litigation. I am sure our client will be 
liberated and vindicated.’’ He spoke with 
great deliberation and earnestness as if he 
meant what he said, 

Who furnishes the money for Hil) re- 
mains @ mystery, though he remarked at 
the jail: ‘‘All I want is To get out of here. 
Money is not standing in the way at al.” 

The Chicago papers are handling the case 
as a semi-sensation, though none of them 
has accuracy in view. 

They seem to have caught some gossip 
from Atianta and are very broad in their 
insinuations regarding Hili’s recent esca- 
pade.

Joe Morris Went Bird Shooting with a 
Parlor Rifle and Landed in the 
Police Station Before Night.

Twelve-yedr-old Joseph Morris, pert,bright, 
rosy-cheeked and a prime _ favorite at 
school, equipped himself with a trim little 
parlor rifle yesterday morning and set forth 
to pass the general holiday. 

He ended the day at police headquarters, 
where he was carried about the middle of 
the afternoon on a serious charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder. The probabili- 
ty is that the charge will become the more 
serious one of murder before another night 
comes. 

The pretty parlor rtfe and Joseph’s tent 
per did it all, He spent the night at police 
headquarters, seemingly realizing to its 
full extent what he had done, but putting 
a brave face on the deed. It was not often 
that his face reddened and tears welled into 
his eyes. : 

Young Morris is a son of Mr. Lewis Mor- 
ris, a locomotive engineer, who lives at the 
corner of Luckie and Nesbitt streets and is 
extensively known throughout the city. He 
is one of the most popular engineers in the 
city and bears a fine reputation. He takes 
considerab'e pride in his young son, who 
is bright, good fooking and full of adven- 
ture, 

Yesterday was a school holiday on ac- 
count of General Lee’s birthday. The chil- 
dren of every schoo! in the city were set 
free for the day, and Joseph, lke the rest, 
mace good use of the day, putting in all 
the time on boyish sports. He has a neat 
looking parlor rifle, which was given him as 
a Christmas present, and his first thought 
of the holiday was associated with this 
treasure. He prized it above al. of his other 
possessions and whenever the opportunity 
offered he hurried to the woods and utilized 
his gun shooting birds. 

This is what he did yesterday morning. 
Gathering up a party of choice spirits he 
took his gun and went out beyond the 
northern limits of the city and spent the 
morning pickthg off birds with his deadly 
little gun. He returned to the ¢ity shortly 
after 1 o’clock, and in company with young 
Charles Bellingrath and one or two other 
youths, started toward his home along 
Plum street. 

Just opposite Plum street Episcopal mis- 
sion the boys stopped for the purpose of 
examining and admiring Joseph’s gun.

An Interesting Question Presented to the 
Treasury Officials, 


APILE OF MONEY IN THE BIG SAFE. 


Dr. Curry Is Interested in the Negro Col- 
lege at ‘Savannah—Other Gossip 
Caught at the Sta'ehouss. 


The condition of the Georgia state treas- 
ury, just at present, presents an interesting 
and somewhat complicated financial study. 

There seems to be a great pile of money 
lying idle in the vaults over which 
Colonel Bob Hardeman presides—money that 
used to be out in circulation at this period 
of the year doing the people of Georgia 
— good in their different business pur- 
Suits. 

The money seems @0 have crawled back 
into the treasury, rather suddenly, too, and 
the reason appears to be due to the effect 
of recent legislation. 

According to the authorities, there is today 
about $380,000 in the state treasury vaults 
that could just as well be out among the 
people, And the reason why it is not out 
is because of the law passed by the last 
general assembly changing the system of 
regulating the bonds of the state deposi- 
tories here and thege about the state. 

And yet, while t is true—while there 
is a vast quantity of funds on hand in the 
big safe, the situation mapped out by the 
books in the comptroller general’s office 
shows that the tax payers of the state were 
never so far behind in coming up with 
their taxes. 

‘“‘Never have I seen the office so far be- 
hind with the tax collectors from the differ- 
ent counties,” said Mr. Charley Furlow, 
the man who keeps the books in the comp- 
troller general's office, to a Constitution 
reporter yesterday. 

“IT mean to say that we have fewer final 
Settlements with the county tax collectors 
than I have ever known us to have at 
this time of year. When I say final settie- 
ments, I mean complete squaring ups,. 80 
to speak, for the old year. 

“You see, on the 20th of December, the 
county books are closed, and the collectors 
have to issue tax fi, fas. and go about 
getting what tax money is uncollected by 
process of law. There have been more tax 
fi. fas. issued this year, I think, than for 
a long time. The money is awfully slow 
about coming in, and we are counting the 
days slowly indeed. I suppose the talk of 
hard times is to be taken into account for 
much of the delay.” 

The money that is in the treasury, there- 
fore, is due to no prompt collection of taxes. 
It is simply money that belonged to the 
state kept in trust by state depository banks 
in different towns and cities of the state. 

The old law governing the bonds of these 
depositories required that the bank should 
give bond of $50,000, and the tax collector 
should deposit in the bank as much of the 
state’s money as he thought wise and best 
to do. But the new law requires the deposi- 
tory bank to give bond for the full amount 
of money belonging to the state it*desirés 
to handle. For instance, if a bank wanted 
to handle $100,000, it would be required to 
give bond to that. extent. 

The result was easy to predict when the 
general assembly passed this law. The 
banks began sending back to the state 
treasury at once all the money they had 
above the bond they had given. This, of 
course, drew from the. circulation of those 
banks money that might have been let out 
from’ time to time of benefit to the custo- 
mers of the banking institutions, 

In this way, about $350,000 Tas’ come back 
to the state treasury to be hung up in the 
vault to accumulate the dust of stagnation. 


To Visit the Savannah College. 

Dr. J. L. M. Curry, who hasincharge the 
Peabody fund, was in Atlanta yesterday, 
and called upon Commissioner 8. D. Brad- 
well at the educational department. He 
has just returned from a trip to Mississippi, 
where he made a speech before the general 
assembly of that state the other day on the 
subject of higher education. 

Dr. Curry is taking an interest in the 
work of the university at Savannah, estab- 
lished a few years ago by the state of 
Georgia for the education of the colored 
youth. ' 

He is coming back to Georgia in the near 
future, and will bring with him Dr. D. C. 
Gitman, president of Johns-Hopkins uni- 
versity. They will visit the university at 
Savannah, in company with Commissioner 
Bradwell and Chancellor Boggs, of the 
State university at Athens, with the view 
to planning some improvements and en- 
largements_in the facilities of the college. 

It seems probable that eight or ten thou- 
sand dollars may be -secured from the 
Slater fund to further endow this college. 

The idea seems to be that a department 
of manual training should be established 
in cannection with the college, so that the 
colored pupils attending the school may be 
taught 2 trade. 

It will be a sort of technological depart- 
ment to the college. 

The plans are not definite, and the ac- 
complishment of them cannot be called at 
all certain yet; but this is the idea that 
brings Dr. Curry to Georgia, and it may 
turn out most desirable results in further- 
ing the inieresits of the college. 


Getting Ready for Pension Drawers, 

Governor Nortfien and Captain Tip Harri- 
son are steadily at work signing up the 
warrants to be drawn on the state treasury 
by the widows of confederate soldiers who 
fell in the great conflict between the 
states. 

The governor has been working two or 
three days on the tedious task of signing 
his name to the checks, without which 
they would not go. He has signed his name 
to 2,000 of these .checks, and has more 
than 2,000 more to sign. 

Captain Tip Harrison is arranging them 
in place by counties, so that when thr 
widows come rushing to him for theig 
money he will be in readiness to turn to 
their checks and deliver them in a jiffy. 

The widows get $60 each this year. 

As soon as the work of paying off the 
widows is ended will come the task -«wW 
paying off the old soldiers who were 
wounded in the war, and who have suffered 
from these wounds.

The Famous Philanthropist. of New 
York on a Visit. 


Mr. Nathan Straus, who is an old Geor- 
gia boy, and who has become famous for 
his noble deeds of charity in the great me- 
tropolis of the republic, is in the city. 

He came for the purpose of seeing his old 
friends in this state—‘The men I used to 
play marbles with when a schoolboy down 
here in Georgia,” as he expressed it yes- 
terday. : 

Mr, Straus was at the Aragon hotel yes- 
terday, and when a Constitution reporter 
called to see him was in the company of 
genial Colonel Sam Thanhauser, who is @ 
warm friend of his. Colonel Thanhauser, 
has been knowing the wealthy New Yorker 
since the days when he was a poor man, 
and they have always been good friends. 
Their friendship is ideal. They have travei- 
ed together when both were drummers sell- 
ing goods over the country. 

They knew each other well away out in 
Fort Wayne, and were comrades in many 
a trip over the wild and woolly west. It was 
a pleasing sight to see them together ves- 
terday, and to hear them talking about old 
times, the trials and the little ups and 
downs they had when they were young to- 
gether. 

“Yes,” said the New Yorker, to a Constl- 
tution reporter, “I am giad to be down here 
in good old Georgia once more. I have 
just been dreaming over the old days since 
I came t#re. I can see myself a barefoot 
boy down in Talbotton, the little Georgia 
village,“and it really does my heart good to 
think those old days over and over, recall- 
ing so many little incidents of pleasure.’ 

When asked about his great schemes to 
help the poor of New York, for which he 
has become famous in late years, Mr. 
Straus hesitated awhile and then said: 
“Well, it all came about this way: I was 
walking out In the streets of New York 
last winter when we had all that cold 
weather and was pained, really pained, 
at the sight of poor people buying coal 
from hucksters at twice and three times 
the price at wholesale. I‘got to thinking 
about it all and wondering why couldn't 
something be done to give these poor folks 
coal at the same rate we could. get it at 
wholesale prices. I determined to see to it 
that they should have it at the price the 
rich were paying for it. The city of New 
York gave me the use of the docks and I 
went to work getting in supplies of coal 
at wholesale rates in large quanties, and 
selling it to these poor people at the sanie 
price, I got back the money I spent on 
the scheme. I have never claimed to have 


the same time I have supplied coal to the 
poor at what they think is charity. The 
scheme worked well and it wasn’t long be- 
fore the amounts that were delivered from 
the coal stations were enormous. I have 


pounds of coal go out of the station in a 
single day and it was in lots of five and 
ten cents and was carried out by the poor 
on their backs, thus showing what class of 
poor folks it reached, the very poorest of 
the poor. You see it is a bad policy to 
make beggars out of peopie. here are 
many very respectable folks whu would pre- 
fer to think they are paying for anything 
vf this kind, even if they just have to pay 
a nickel. 

“Very well. It wasn’t long before I insti- 
tuted a milk depot on the same principle. 
I saw that the poor suffered a great deal 
from sickness caused by the impurities in 
the milk. I went to Europe and studied 
how they purified miJk and established a 
market of ptre milk at cost. This has been 
quite a success, too. Mr. J. Pierrepont Mor- 
gan c t6 me and asked about starting a 
bread market the same way, and we did so, 
he expending $50,000 in this scheme. It 
wasn't very long before I determined to es- 
tablish a lodging headquarters for the poor. 
I give lodging and breakfast for 5 cents. 
This was started just as I was leaving New 
,York, The first night we had fifty to ledge 
at the place, the next night 150, and I have 
received a telegram since 1 came here say- 
ing there are 240 in the place. 

“I take fiothing unto myself in all this 
work. if T can get others who can better 
carry out the work of charity to take such 
am interest in ft I shall feel that my efforts 
tor the poor of the big city have not been in 
Vain.”

NEW YORK, January 19.—All that can 
be said of the market is that it is suf- 
fering from an engorgement of big re- 
ceipts, which for the week at ports are 
159,000_ against 97,000 last year and at the 
interior 32,000 against 24,000 last year. The 
opening ‘there was only 2 to 3 points lower 
tran last night, but it soon developed that 
the day’s receipts would be heavy and 
cotton was thrown overboard in such quan- 
tities as to cause a break to 7.80 for March, 
or. 13 points lower than yesterday’s close. 
Our final closing was 2 points above the 
lowest. Our Liverpool cables said that 
the bulls were selling out their. purchases 
in consequence of large receipts and ex- 
ected a large novement next week, and 80 
ong as the comparison is made with last 
‘year the movement will appear particularly 
bearish. In this connection we call atten- 
tion to the January movement of 1889, 
which was 791,000 bales, and the crop of 
that year was 6,935,000, while the January 
movement of 1892 was 762,000 bales, and yet 
the crop was 9,035,000. We shall not equal 
this month the January movement of 1890, 
when the crop was 7,311,000. It is not, how- 
ever, at the mofnent what is to come into 
sight after the immediate future, but the 
influence most desired is that of the pres- 
ent movement, which day after day exceeds 
the corresponding dates of last year. We 
close tonight about 20 points higher than 
the lowest prices touched last month, at 
which time the. merket was feeling the 
influence of 7,750,000 estimates, whereas, 
notwithstanding the movement, crop esti- 
mates have rather been reduced 360,000 
to 400,000 bales, largely in consequence of 
the confirmation of former smaller esti- 
mates by R. T. Wilson & Co., but should 
the movement continue on the present scale, 
comparatively, because actually they are 
not very heavy, the tendency would be 
perhaps to lower prices temporarily. 
Clinging as we do to our impressions of 
a crop of 7,200,000, the market naturally 
appears to us to be a purchase for those 
who can afford to: take the chances of 
carrying it down should it go lower than 
current prices, because, when the move- 
ment does begin to lose, as all southern 
reports indicate, there will be a rapid ad- 
vance. The only thing is to buy it at the 
bottom, buty~when bottom is feached or is 
to be, is what both bulls and bears are 
trying to ascertain. The general trade 
outlook of the country is certainly better 
than a month ago, and this should count 
for something, notwithstanding large re- 
ceipts. Some of the more conservative 
houses here have bought freely today, be- 
lieving that even should prices recede a 
little further cotton bought now is good 
property. A large short interest has been 
created here this week, which is a bullish 
feature. We said on the 16th instant that 
there would be in sight today about 5,870,-

NEW YORK, January 19.—The Liverpool 
market this morning opened at a decline of 
from 3-64 to 4-64d, and closed with an addi- 
tional loss of 1-644, and about 5-61d below 
last evening’s prices. . The New York mar- 
ket Opered at a decliac of 3 points, and by 
11:30 was 14 points below last evening’s 
prices, March contracts having sold at 7.78. 
From ‘this a recovery of 5 points had been 
established by 1 o’clock. The reaction, con- 
sidering the fact that since the opening yes- 
terday morning prices have declined some 30 
points, is a natural one, but opinions are di- 
vided as to whether it makes anv turn in 
the current of speculation. New Orleans 
receipts for tomorrow are estimated at 
8,000 against 7,400 last week and 5.70 last 
year. The receipts at the interior towns, 
reported by the New York cotton exchange, 
promises to be 32,000 Lales, against 252/00 
bales last week, and 25,000 last year. Stocks 
at the interior towns will probably lose 
20,000 bales, and the total net movement for 
the week is_estimated at 155,000, against 126,- 
v00 last year. The crop movement is, of 
course, the controlling influence. For this 
week it has exceeded all expectations. 
Whether it will continue to do so remains 
to be seen. It is expected to be heavy 
next week, but a movement relatively as 
heavy for next week as it has been this 
will probably result in still further depress- 
ing values. Meantime bad reports from 
abroad lose nothing of their rosy coloring. 
Manchester cables today report a very 
strong market for both yarns and cloths. 
Spot sales in Liverpool are 12,000 bales, 
which is very large for a Friday. The ex- 
port mévement of che crop shows a gain of 
625,000 bales as compared with last year. if 
the production is not over 7,200,000 bales. 
America will be left with very light stocks 
of cotton during the summer, and American 
spinners are far behind last year in their 
takings, and with any improvement in trade 
must buy freely.

NEW YORK, January 19.—(Special.)—The 
receipts today gave a crushing blow to the 
bulls. The port receipts for the week foot- 
ed up 62,000 bales more than for the cor- 
responding week last year, while the inte- 
rior towns received about 11,000 more. This 
showing was a surprise even to the bears. 
It was more than the bulls couid stand. 
The opening was 2 points lower, then a 
flood of cotton bought at higher prices was 
thrown upon the market, causing a.sharp 
break., A rally then took place, which was 
followed by another decline. Prices fluctuat- 
ed nevrously in the afternoon, but the final 
trading was only a point or two above the 
lowest of the day. The close was quiet and 
steady. It is useless for our friends to close 
their eyes to the simple fact that cotton 
will @dvance or decline from today’s figures 
according to the volume of receipts. If the 
movement next week should appreach that 
of the week just ended we shall certainly 
go. lower and perhaps very considerably 
lower. On the other hand any sharp fall- 
ing offin receipts such as tne bulls are 
constantly and confidently predicting might 
cause a very rapid and decided recovery. 
The outlook for the immediate future, in 
our opinion, is not a very cheerful one. We 
fear that prices are going to be lower. 


Hester's Statement. 


NEW ORLEANS, January 19.—Secretary 
Hester’s weekly New Orleans cotton ex- 
change statement, issued some time before 
the close of business today, shows an ex- 
cess in the movement of cotton into sight 
of 26,525 bales or nearly 12 per cent more 
than the seven days ending January 19, 
lsys, and of 41,2n3,or 32 per cent over the 
same seven days of 1892.

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 


CHICAGO, January 19.—Wheat today 
threw another shovei out of the hole it 
Seems tu be digging to bury itself in. lt 
made a new lowest price record, May seli- 
ing at Odigc. ‘Lhe clusing price was 04% or 
%, under tne last quotatiou on the day be- 
tore. Corn was comparatively steady, leay- 
ing off at 4¢c. Provisions were quite weak, 
pork dropping oc of its previous Value. 
the conditsons for buyers ao not improve. 

Wheat appears to be declining of its own 
weight and it is certainly getting very 
material help from the bears. Stock is on 
the increase. Chicago yesterday had re- 
ceipts of 121,000 busnels, but shipments are 
oniy 6,000 bushels. Northwestern receipts 
se morning had 333 cars and this consid- 
efably exceeds the receipts of last year. 
The iiberai receipts started calculations for 
another increase in the visible supply. 
High cables from Paris recently are ex- 
plained as the result of a new customs 
committee favorable to higher grain du- 
ties. There were no immediate signs of 
hard weather. Various suggestions were 
made to explain why wheat bought yester- 
day with apparent contidence was for sale 
without reserve when trading started. The 
cause was regarded generaily as almost 
entirely from local speculative conditions. 
May opened at 645%, deciined to 64%, bBut 
ralned to 64% at the close, on buying by 
Pardridge and Pool. 

In the market for corn trading was light 
and almost exclusively local, with price 
changes limited to 4c. range. The temper 
of the local crowd was rather bearish at 
the start, influenced some by the weather 
and the action of wheat, opening trades 
being at %4@\%4 decline and under moderate 
offerings sold down another \4c. At the de- 
cline, tne demand improved.and the car lots 
for tomorrow coming in light at 280 cars, 
caused prices to react, the market recover- 
ing the early decline. Later, prices ruled 
firm and closed with but a slight loss. The 
opening was 38%c. for May, then came a 
decline to 37 \c., but the market finally 
firmed and closed at 38c. 

In oats there was a moderate trade and 
an easier feeling, but the market was nar- 
row and no striking features developed. 
Prices fluctuated 4% and closed at ‘4c. low- 
er than yesterday. 

Provision matters were reversed with re- 
spect to the action of the market as com- 
pared with its course yesterday. 

Today hogs were quoted higher and the 
products declined. Yesterday, on the con- 
trary, with a decline in hogs, provisions 
made an advance, The early. weakness in 
wheat was given as the cause of the drop 
in provisions. A good many people from 
the wheat pit made a raid on pork,, when 
the former market had made its first break. 
May ranged between 13 and 13.25 and closed 
at 13.62. When the market began to de- 
cline it caught stop loss orders at every

Comptroller General Wright ‘lalkas. 


Comptroller General Wright talks about 
the same way. He says the issuing of 
bouds by the government at this time wouid 
be of but litthe advantage to the people of 
the ccumtry. 

“What they want to do in Washington,” 
sald he, “is to deal the common people a 
good hand—the people can play the cards if 
tney get them. 

“The issue of bonds wou.d only stay for 
awhile the troublesome question. Why don’t 
they coin some of the silver they have 
banked up there in builion? Why don’t 
they do something that will give the money 
such a free circulation that the people 
rorth and south can have some enjoyment

“It is altogether wrong to think that a 
money panic can be avoided by running 
the government into defts of this Kind. 
What the people of the republic want is 
some kind cf~ enactment that will make 
the financial situation batter; not worse.

SPECIAL RATES WILL CATCH CROWDS. 


Captain John A. Gee Visited by a Free 
Pass Crank—The Montgomery Meet- 
ing Again Postponed. 


The passenger agents of all the local lines 
are busy with the work of hustling for mar- 
di gras and the prize fight traffic. 

The special rates allowed to these occas- 
icns will be such as to catch a gredt rush of 
travel. The tickets to the mardi gras will 
be on sale January Wth, and will be good 
until February 5th, and it is already clear 


' that there is going to be a great traffic to 


New Orleans over all the lines. 

It is said that from the number of in- 
quiries made at the offices of the passenger 
agents that more people will attend the 
mardi gras this year than ever before. The 
Gate City Guard will go down in a body and 
will be in a private car. They will join 
the Burgess corps of New York, which is 
the company to escont Governor Flower to 
the Crescent Cityl to attend the mardi gras. 
The Gate City Guard has been invited to 
act as special escort to the king of the 
great carnival. 

The -prize fight, too, will catch many peo- 
ple from Atlanta. All of the sports are go- 
ing down and the number of inquiries from 
all the neighboring towns within a radius 
of a hundred miles of Atlanta as to rates 
and the like is perfectly amazing. It would 
seem that every Georgia village is going to 
send down a great delegation to witness 
the fight. 

Speaking of the rush at the passenger 
agents’ omces for information regarding 
rates to the fight and to the mardi gras, 
Captain John. A. eGe, of the Atlanta and 
West Point, had a rare experience a day 
or two ago. When a Constitution reporter 
called upon him yesterday the captain was 
perfectly surrounded with gigantic 44-calibre 
pistols placed all around his desk. 


Captain Gee was asked why he kept the. 


pistols so handy. 

“Atlanta is infested with a gang of 
cranks and things,’ he replied, “‘who be- 
lieve all they have to do is to call upon 
passenger men and get tickets to any point 
they wish to go. You cannot imagine how 
we are troubled with them. Yesterday a 
large, desperate crank came in and said: 

‘ ‘Ginnie a ticket to New Orleans, see” 

“T told him our ticket seller had an of- 
fice in the Kimball house, to which he re- 
plied: 

“<*T gon’t intend to pay fer de ticket, 
see ?’’ ’ 

Captain Gee says the man began ap- 
prcaching this desk with this remark, a vil- 
lainous gleam in his left eye, and he was 
compelled to exhibit one of his revolvers be- 
fore the crank would leave the office. But 
when he uid go he outraced the Equitable 
elevator from the seventh floor to the street. 
Other railroad men report similar trouble 
with tramps who believe they should be 
transported free to mardi gras, the Jack- 
sonville fight and to other places, and high 
reilroad officials are decorating their desks 
with handsotme ivory-handled revolvers.

Who ls Really to Blame? 


Just who is to blame about the wreck of 
the passenger trains at the Richmond and 
Danville and Seaboard Air-Line crossing, 
in South Carolina, has not yet been ascer- 
tained. 

Reports were sent out at first declaring 
that the blame should be rested upon the 
Seaboard people, claiming that the Sea- 
board train didn’t stop for the crossing, as 
the rules require. 

There seems to be no special reason now 
why such reports should have been printed 
so hastily. It is now learned that the 
question is so unsettled that it will take 
much tedious investigation to ascertain 
what road is really to blame for the wreck. 

it is Known that Superintendent Winder 
has gone to Chester, the scene of the trou- 
ble, to join an official from @ae Richmond 
and Danville for a joint investigation of 
the causes of the wreck. Until this investi- 
gation is made officially and the result 
made known formally it is well for writers 
of straight and legitimate railroad news to 
rest the responsibility upow no particular 
railroad. 

It is said that the damage to property is 
but slight and that the personal injuries 
received by the passengers were greatly 
exaggerated in the first reports.

BRUFF IS DEAD. 


The Police Dog Goes to the Happy 
Hanting Grounds. 

“Rruffey” is dead. ‘“Bruffey” was the 
station house dog. and for over @ decade 
he has been the friend of every man on 
the force and of every reporter assigneu 
to police duty. The name of his sw eg ton 
is legion and for many a year to come he 
will be the subject of the midnight yarn 
spun in the little coop in the headquarters 

o the press gang. 
yee Be A thirteen and fourteen years ago 
old “Spot,” a big mongrel dog of the pore 
nine persuasion, that had become attache 
in some manner to the force, had three off- 
springs at tfie old station house. Two of 
them died and the third, which seemed to 
be a likely fellow, was adopted as police 
dog then and there. He was named “Bruf- 
fey.” after Mr. E. C. Bruffey, who was at 
that time The Constitution’s police reporter, 
and in the course of time this became short- 
ened to the friendly appellation of “Bruff. 
He lived, grew and thrived in spite of nv- 
merous mishaps and a puppyhood full of 
vicissitudes and became in short an estab- 
lished fixture on the force. 

It must be confessed, with all deference 
to the dead, that “Bruffey’’ did not have 
many outward charms to endear him to 
strangers unacquainted with his fine qual- 
ities of head and heart. He was black, 
stumpy, thick-necked and bandy-legged, and 
his eyes had an animous reddish cast. Ex- 
cept to his personal friends and members 
of the force his manners were painfully 
abrupt. When a stranger entered the sta- 
tion house he would rise slowly from his 
repose under some chair, the hair on his 
back would bristle like a porcupine, a deep 
bass growl would rumble out of his chest 
and he would proceed to smell the visitors 
calves in a fashion that made the average 
man yearn for seclusion in the top of some 
tall isolated pine tree in at least the next 
county. 

Negroes he despised and Station House- 
keeper Bonnell insists that for,a long term 
of years he regularly bit one a day. Cap- 
tain Moss, however, says that this is a 
mistake and that ‘“Bruffey’’ was never 
known to bite any negroes except those who 
were arrested for gambling. From each 
of these he was accustomed to bite a small 
piece. For in this, as fh everything else, he 
was entirely original. He would not yelp 
and jump about like a common dog, but, 
walking glowWly up to the victim, would re- 
move a section of his leg in a serious, aus- 
tera, judicial manner, calculated.to convince 
him that the wages of sin is death. Nearly 
all of the crap-sheoting darkies in Atlanta 
carry moon-shaped souvenirs of the de- 
ceased on their calves. 

“Brufféy’s” great specialty, however, was 
a fire. When the’ alarm gong sounded he 
would spring up and, rushing through the 
station, alarm everybody with his furious 
barks. Of late years his tactics became 
so bad that *he was obliged to forego the 
luxury of biting gamblers, but he stuck to 
the gong. Only a few days ago when he 
lay on a paliet in the office room painfully 
gasping out his last few hours of life an 
alarm came in and he tried instinctively 
to stagger to his feet. He was too weak 
even to bark, but he turned his glassy eyes 
on the gong and fixed them there as it tolled 
off the number of the box. 

His death was due to old age. For near- 
ly a year his infirmities have been crowd- 
ing upon him and the men have been par- 
ticularly kind to the veteran, knowing that 
his race was nearly done. He simply grew 
feebler and feebler until at last his worn- 
out machinery stopped running. 

The men feel very badly over “Bruffey’s’’ 
death and it was all the talk at the station 
yesterday. It has been decided to bury 
him in the lot behind the building and he 
will have a nice toombstone with his name 
on it, like any other officer and gentleman.
